A_Banker's Record. 


I am indebted to Mr. Robertson, the 
manager of the Ball’s branch of the 
Northern Banking Company, Dublin, for 
the perusal of a beautifully produced. pic- 
torial record of an institution which 
claims to be the oldest joint-stock bank- 
ing concern in Ireland, and for over a 
hundred years has maintained its inde- 
pendence of all other banking groups. 
Among the illustrations reproduced 
are facsimiles of notes issued by the com- 
pany in the early part of the last century. 
Tt is interesting to observe that one of 
these notes, dated December, 1813, bears 
the signature of five directors, some, of 
whose descendants are still to be found on 
the company’s directorate. Another note, 
which was issued in October, 1823, was 
presented and redeemed, after fift»two 
years, in 1875. In strange contrast with 
such ancient: history is a picture of what 
remained of the company’s original Ball’s 
branch in Henry street (now incorporated

There are also photographic records of 
a “ Roll of Honour ” of many officials of 
the company who served in the Great 
War, and of many other vicissitudes 
through which the financial genius of 
Ulster has steered its path of progress. 
The features of the volume, owever, 
which interested me most were a series of 
really artistic coloured prints of Belfast, 
tracing its history from Potenger’s entry 
in 1790 to Donegall place in 1884. How 
many citizens of Belfast, I wonder, 
realise that their great modern thorough- 
fare of High street was a refuge of ship- 
ping so recently as eighty years ago?

Wild Orchids. 


While I was admiring the wonderful dis- 
lay of orchids in the tropical, house at the 
tanical Gardens recently, it occurred to 
me that the ordinary Irish bog can show 
many samples of this family, although, of 
course, they cannot vie with the tropical 
specimens in shape and colour. ild 
orchids in temperate climes grow out of 
the earth, but in tropical countries they 
have left the ground for the trees. Many 
common plants of the species bear a 
remarkable resemblance to the objects 
after which they have been named, such 
as the bec, butterfly, lizard, spider and 
man orchis. The early purple and the 
spotted orchis, among others, are beautiful 
in colour, while the Marsh orchis, with 
its deep crimson blossoms, and the exqui- 
sitely scented Gymnadenia, are to be 
found in many bogs and marshy places 
during the present. month. Perhaps, the 
most widely distributed of all is the white 
butterfly orchis. I have seen some low- 
lying portions of meadows in Co. Wicklow 
almost covered with this plant, which has 
a faint and delicate perfume, but does not 
grow in this country to the remarkable 
height which it sometimes attains on the 
Continent of Europe. 


Holidays on Wheels. 


I confess that I did not realise the ex- 
tent to which the “ gipsy ’’ holiday habit 
had seized people in Great Britain until I 
saw the new booklet just issued by the 
Automobile Association, with its one- 
hundred page directory of camping sites 
for owners of “ trailer caravans.’’

THE ISSUE OF TICKETS. 

For some time past, after the death of 
James Johnston, the defendant, Charles 
Murphy, had interfered with the persons 
authorised by the plaintiffs in the exercise 
and enjoyment of the right of fishing In the 
portion of Lough Melvin which was opposite 
the See lands of Rosinver, and had purported 
to issue tickets entitling the holders to fish 
in this portion of Lough Melvin, described as 
“ Rosinver Waters,’’ and had ented per- 
sons authorised by the plaintiffs from fishing 
in the waters mentioned, demanding that they 
should buy tickets from him before doing so, 
and threatening them if they should not do 
so. Some of the defendants, who numbered 
thirty-nine al her, were proprietors of 
holdings which did not abut on the waters of 
Lough Melvin, and the lands of others 
abutted on the lough. 

Dealing with the defence, Mr. Jellett said 
that the defendants pleaded ignorance of the 
will of James Johnston, . dated 14th May, 
1929; did not admit the indenture of 20th 
January, 1841, or its contents, or the last 
will. dated 16th March, 1844, of the younger 
James Johnston. They submitted that at the 
time of the signing of the purchase agree- 
ments the vendor claimed or reserved the bed 
or soil of Lough Melvin or any part of it. 
or any right of fishing on those waters, save 
for the lifetime of the vendor; and that by 
virtne of their purchase agreements, vesting 
orders and registration, the waters and bed 
and soil of Lough Melvin to the middle line 
of the lough adjoining the respective hold- 
mgs abutting on the waters and (or) the 
fishing rights in these ‘waters passed to and 
became vested in the purchasing tenants, sub- 
ject only to a right exclusive of the tenants 
to the sporting rights in the holdings, for thie 
lifetime only of James Johnston, The defen- 
dants further claimed that the purchased- 
tenants and their licensees were entitied to 
fisn on Lough Melvin, and were entitled to 
prevent others from fishing on those waters, 
and denied that the plaintiffs were entitled to 
the excinxrve fishing for salmon and trout m 
tough Melvin, or that they were entitled to 
the bed and soil of any portion of the lough. 


THE DEFENDANTS’ CLAIM. 

The claim of the defendants, Mr. Jellett 
said, was based on the fact that they had 
nvrchased their holdincs under the Act of 
1903; that those holdings were duly vested 
in them, and had been registered; but from 
start to finish in connection with the pur- 
chase negotiations not a single word was said 
about the hed or soil of Lough Melvin or the 
fishing. The money was advanced for the 
nurchase of the land, not for the purchase 
of water. Meticulous care had heen taken at 
everv stage for the fixing of the fair rents 
to the registration of the purchase by the 
tenants to leave no shadew of douht about 
what the subject matter of all those uperationa 
was, What the tenants bought were their 
holdings, for which they had heen paying 
rent, On the 27th April, 1908, Father 
O'Gradv, P.P., on behalf of the tenants, 
wrote to the agent of the Johnston estate 
accepting the preliminary terins of agree- 
ment for purchase.

That plague still exists, but it is being 
mastered surely. ‘‘ Week by week and 
month by month,” said Sir Samuel Hoare, 
“ the Government of Bengal is proving 
more and more successful in checking the 
terrorists and foiling their plots.” The 
twelve months have seen also a substantial 
revival of trade, and the Government has 
budgeted for a small surplus in the coming 
year. Mr. Churchill, a severe critic of 
the Indian Government, congratulated Sir 
Samuel Hoare on his tale of progress. 
The machine, he said, restored to action, 
had proved to be an effective weapon, and 
had imposed a smooth and easy change 
upon the face of India, 

A small minority of aggressive politicians 
in India and their equally vocal friends in 
England insist that the passionate heart 
of India’s three hundred and fifty millions 
will be content with nothing less than the 
fullest measure of self-government. Feeble 
administration fosters this illusion ; firm 
administration blows it to the winds. 
British officials in India report unani- 
mously A new concentration on social 
and economic problems. Who is 
India’s best friend in such matters? 
Sir Samuel Hoare gave a striking account 
of Britain's social and economic work for 
India. Even during the past twelve 
months the Government has made notable 
advances in the fight against disease. It 
is at grips now with the fell scourge of 
malaria—from which at any moment ten 
million people may be suffering—and it 
has discovered a new preventive drug on 
which high hopes are fixed. Irrigation 
makes steady progress. The new Sukkur 
Dam has transformed the whole Province 
of Sind from barren desert into fertile soil. 
The sugar industry has been encouraged so 
successfully that India soon will be in- 
dependent of imports. Land taxation has 
been reduced. Yet Mr. Lansbury, an in- 
curable sentimentalist, hastens to decry 
these splendid works. Will he and his 
like dare to ask themselves what the 
country would be in fifty years if 
the hand of British government were 
withdrawn? Within less than that time 
India would be seething in anarchy, and 
her hardly-won acres once more would 
be hidden by the sands. 

Britain’s great work for India is no 
argument against constitutional reform, 
although recent events throughout the 
world must have persuaded millions of 
people to accept John Wesley's un- 
compromising dictum. ‘The greater 
the share the people have in government,” 
he said, ‘‘ the less liberty, civil or reli- 
gious, does a nation enjoy. Accordingly, 
there is most liberty in 4 limited 
monarchy, less under an aristocracy, and 
least under a democracy.” Since England 
is committed to reforms in India, the only 
question is whether they shall be con- 
sistent with the welfare of her great work 
there, or whether they shall submit all 
the fruits of her labour, all the triumphs 
of her genius, to a gambler’s throw. At 
the eleventh hour Lord Willingdon has 
called a halt to chaos, and has refused to 
bargain about sedition with Mr. Gandhi. 
It is a proper moment, therefore, for a re- | 
consideration of the whole constitutional 
problem in India. The White Paper 
scheme embodies a reckless experiment, 
which, while it has not appeased Congress, 
frightens the Indian Moslems and fills the 
loyal Princes with deep alarm. Sir John 
Simon’s Commission suggested, at least, 
a plan of moderate and gradual reform, 
beginning with the provinces and advanc- 
ing towards federal government by a pro- 
cess of trial and error. That, if advance 
must be made, is the only safe way of 
advance—the only way which England can 
reconcile with her vast responsibilities to 
India and to the Empire. There are signs, 
indeed, that the British Government, 
under pressure from the Conservative 
Party, is beginning to realise the wisdom 
of delay.

We may rejoice at the enterprise 
which has resulted in the creation of the 
Craigavon Bridge; but we must deplore 
the circumstances that have thrown up 
a barrier between Londonderry’ and the 
rest of Ireland, and have prevented such 
a large section of our people from partici- 
pation in yesterday’s events.

Screen and Statesman, 


The Paris Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph raises a very interesting point 
when. he asks: “ Do famous statesmen 
really like the talking news-films for which 
they say so much nowadays? Or do they, 
in their hearts, detest them?’’ His query 
is suggested by the fact that a speech, 
delivered by M. Daladier to cheering 
crowds at Apt, in Provence, caused some- 
thing in the nature of a riot when it was 
reproduced in a Parisian cinema. In this 
case, of course, an element of expediency 
apose; it was merely unfortunate that a 
speech which suited Apt was reproduced in 
a hostile atmosphere, On broader grounds, 
however, we may endorse the correspon- 
dent’s doubt. Is it not a fact that the 
news film has dissipated that glamour 
which used to hedge a statesman in the 
popular mind? It reveals with horrible, 
more than life-size, clarity the bagginess 
of his trouser-knees, the ripples in his 
waistcoat, the unevenness of his tie. The 
raggedness of the moustache, the missing 
tooth, the occasional blemish that mars 
the most carefully kept complexion—all 
assume an importance that tends to shake 
the popular faith in the nation’s leaders. 
Newspaper reports are kinder. The face 
that occupies a square inch may retain a 
semblance of nobility; but the face that 
extends over square yards must be a flaw- 
less face to do credit to its owner, and 
statesmen, taken generally, do not run to 
good looks. Still worse disillusionment 
follows. the spoken word; for in these 
democratic days Cabinets nourish many 
strange and disturbing accents. The 
dropped “h” of East’ London, the 
diphthongal. ‘‘o" of Dublin, the rolled 
‘* y ”. of Lossiemouth, have their charms ; 
but swollen by the microphone to sten- 
torian proportions, they are sadly out of 
tune with high politics. Finally, the 
platitudes that can be made to sound 
almost convincing in the course of a long 
speech before some dignified assembly 
stand revealed in all their pathetic fatuity 
when they must be condensed into half a 
dozen phrases. .

Fow!] Cholera. 


English poultry-farmers are seriously 
alarmed by an outbreak of fowl cholera in 
the eastern counties. Many hundreds of 
domestic birds have died from it in Nor- 
folk, and there is every fear that the 
disease r-ay have obtained a hold upon 1 
much wider area. Fow! cholera is highly 
contagious—although it cannot be trans- 
mitted to human beings—and generally st 
is fatal. The present outbreak is said to 
have been introduced by a cargo of live 
geese which was landed last year from 
Poland, and, since fowl cholera is not a 
notifiable disease, it may be lurking, un- 
known to the authorities, in various 
districts of the country. The Ministry ol 
Agriculture has isshed special advice to 
all. poultry-farmers. It recommends that 
thorough care shall be exercised in the 
introduction of live birds to the farms, 
and that any purchases of birds shall be 
made directly from healthy flocks. Every 
newly-bought flock of birds ought to be 
isolated and kept under strict supervision 
for a fortnight; and, if an unusual 
number of birds dies on any farm, 
the owner ought to look for the cause at 
once—in particular, he ought to send one 
or two of the dead birds for examination 
in a laboratory. The Ministry of Agri- 
culture is taking active measures to 
ascertain the extent of the disease and to 
devise a means for its prevention. We 
must Lope that it will not find its way to 
Ireland. There are some English exports 
—or, as in this case, re-exports—which the 
Free State Government cannot be expected 
to keep out by tariffs.

workers who are now outside insurance, 
including the agricultaral labourer. The 
bill, sibly, will provide that able- 
bodied men will no longer receive uncon- 
ditional benefits, but will be compelled to 
work in some way to earn them. One of 
the most important of the proposals will 
be a scheme to develop the system of 
training centres all over the country, anc 
in this connection the voluntary aid 
hitherto extended will be warmly acknow- 
ledged, and its continuation invited. 
Efforts will be made to remove the work- 
ing of the new Act from the sphere of 
politics, since these have been a great 
drawback in the working of a number oí 
public assistance committees. 


A British Sweepstake. 


The Duke of Atholl, whose sweepstake 
scheme was found to be illegal, has decided 
to sponsor a new competition designed to 
aid British hospitals. It will combine a 
racing colours competition with a sweep- 
stake draw on the St. Leger, and it was 
stated to-day that the details of the new 
scheme will be announced to-morrow. The 
millions of tickets printed for the original 
scheme will be used for the second, with 
the word ‘“ cancelled '' 
them. When the Duke launched his 
original scheme, it was expected to become 
a rival to the Irish sweepstakes, and the 
Duke said that he had taken counsel's 
opinion, and was satisfied that it did not 
break the law relating to lotteries. The 
police, however, took a different view, and 
the Duke decided to drop the scheme.

HINDU OPPOSITION TO 
WHITE PAPER. 

Representative Hindus who are opposed 
to the White Paper proposals for com- 
munal representajion addressed a meetir 
of members of Parliament, over which 
Colonel Wedgwood, M.P., presided, at the 
House of Commons last night. 

Members were told that communal re- 
presentation would divide India, and lead 
to the grossest injustice to minorities. 

“Are British politicians so blind that 
they do not see the danger in the orgy of 
communalism they are proveking in 
India,” asked the Pandit Nanak Chand, 
who was a member of the third Round 
Table Conference. 

“I warn you,” he said, “ that the com- 
munal tension your Government is de- 
liberately fostering is going to smash 
Indo-British co-operaticn within the next 
decade, and prove a standing danger to 
the peace of the Commonwealth.” =~ 

If Mr. Churchill were, réalistic in his 
concern for the “maintenance . of . the 
imperial connection, it was here that he 
would concentrate his attention, and not 
in seeking to put back the clock of con- 
stitutional reform. 

Dr. B. 8. Moonje said that the British 
people would not be able to govern India 
in peace and with ease on the strength of 
their alliance with the Mohammedans. 


SIR S. HOARE’S PROTEST, 


Sir Samuel Hoare,: Secretary of State 
for India, yesterday made a protest before 
the Joint Committee on Indian Constitu- 
tional Reform that certain answers that 
he had given had been taken out of their 
context and used by critics to imply that 
his general attitude is very different from 
what it really is. 

“I was very conscious of the danger of 
a situation of this kind,” he said, “when 
I offered to give evidence # the Com- 
mittee.

LAND BOND ISSUE 
BILL. 


WITHOUT BRITISH 
GUARANTEE, 


By Our PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HE Land Bond Bill, which was issued 
yesterday, is intended to finance the 
Land Bill, at present going through the 
Dail. It authorises the issue of Land 
Borids at 44 per cent. up to £1,000,000. 
Actually, the rate will be 43 per cent., 
including sinking fund. The million 
pounds stipulated, it is understood, will 
be no more than sufficient to meet the 
150,000 acres which are at present in the 
hands of the Land Commission. When 
the issue is exhausted it will be necessary 
to introduce another bill. This is the 
first. Land Bonds Bill to be issued without 
a British guarantee. The British Govern- 
ment guarantee for such issues expired ‘in 
December last. 


INDUSTRIAL CREDIT, 


An estimate was issued yesterday for 
£15,000, which is the amount estimated 
to be required during the present finan- 
cial year for the promotion of an Indus- 
trial Credit Company. This is the com- 
pany which is to be financed and operated 
under the Industrial Credits Bill now 
going through the Oireachtas. This bill, 
by the way, has been certified by the 
Speaker of the Dail as a money bill, and 
the Senate is, therefore ,limited to making 
recommendations in regard to it. This 
ruling, I understand, was adversely 
ae by some members of the Upper 
House, becanse of the fact that other 
things besides finance are treated in it. 
For one thing, it enables the Minister for 
Finance to undértake operations in the 
nature of trade. No steps were taken, 
however, to have the matter tested in the 
manner prescribed by the rules of the 
House.

Novosibirsk to Irkutsk in 6 hours 
40 minutes, Mr. Wiley Post is snatching 
a brief rest before taking off for 
Khabarovsk. 

He intends, however, to stay here only 
about seven hours, planning to hop off 
again at 11 o'clock to-night. 

Having gained time by cutting short his 
stay at Novosibirsk, he is now a few hours 
ahead of his time on his record-breaking 
round-the-world flight with Gatty in 1931. 

In an interview during his brief stay 
at Novosibirsk, Mr. Post described how 
‘‘Tron Mike,” as he calls the Sperry gyro- 
scope which functions as his robot pilot, 
helped him in his flight over the Urals 
from Moscow to Novosibirsk. 


BLIND FLYING. 


Flying through the night, he arrived 
there at 6.27 a.m., having covered the 
1,700 miles in 12 hours. He said that he 
ran into extremely bad weather conditions 
in the Ural district, and the fog and rains 
blotted out all landmarks. 

' He was consequently reduced to steering 
by instruments, while “Iron Mike’ 
carried on with the controls. 

Mr. Post, who is known in America as 

the flier with the endurance of an ox, 
added that he did not need any sleep. 
He kept himself slightly hungry all the 
time, “ because this helps.” . 
He said that the last few days of the 
trip would be the hardest, because then 
the lack of sleep would begin to tell on 
his endurance. 

Still, he was optimistic that if he can 
keep up his elling pace, and if the 
weather is kind he has an excellent chance 
of beating the “ record ” he set up with 
Mr. Gatty. 

If he reaches Khabarovsk to-morrow he 
will be about a day ahead of his previous 
programme.

A NOTEWORTHY OCCASION. 


From Ovr Reporter. | 
LONDONDERRY, Tuesday. 


Historic Londonderry was to-day the 
scene of pageantry and colourful proces- 
sions, when the new Craigavon Bridge was 
opened by the Lord Mayor of London 
(Alderman Sir Percy W. Greenaway) in 
the presence of a distinguished gathering, . 


‘representative of the political, municipal, 


legal, social and industrial life of 
Northern Ireland. 


The opening of a bridge does not seem 


to be a reason for a display evoking the 


enthusiasm of a Royal visit. That, how- 
ever, is a superficial impression. At 
Londonderry there is only one bridge 
across the wide reach of the River Foyle ; 
it connects the major and more ancient 
part of the city with its eastern suburbs 
and with the rest of Northern Ireland. 
The bridge in Londonderry is more impor- 
tant than the main thoroughfare of any 
other city or town. Consequently; any 
ceremony associated with its development 
or improvement is notable and worthy of a 
modicum of display. 


STORY OF THE BRIDGES. 


There was no bridge across the Foyle 
when the siege took place in 1690. A 
ferry was the only means of communica- 
tion until 1790, when a wooden bridge was 
erected at a cost of £12,583. In 1863, 
about two hundred yards south of the 
situation of the wooden bridge, the 
Carlisle Bridge was built. It cost £90,000. 
Modern traffic made the Carlisle Bridge 
inadequate, and in 1923 the question of its 
being strengthened or widened was 
examined. In 1928, however, the 
Northern Government decided that it 
would be more prudent to build a new 
bridge, and the structure opened to-day 
was the result. Its cost was £255,000. 

There was more in the occasion, how- 
ever, than the opening of Londonderry’s 
third bridge in 143 years. It was the first 
time that the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of 
London had paid a state visit to the 
‘Maiden Citv,” and the fact that the 
visit coincided with the annual visita- 
tion of the Honourable the [Irish 
Society provided scope for a round “of 
ceremonies that must have imposed quite 
a strain upn those who were compelled to 
attend them all. 

To-day’s events were the culmination of 
a series of social and other activities in 
which the visitors from London had 
participated from the time of their arrival 
in Northern Ireland a few days ago. 


THE PROCESSION. 


In the morning there assembled at 
Ebrington Barracks a cavalcade that host 
in pomp only by reason of the use of 
many motor cars, which did not fit in 
properly with State dress and ceremonial 
uniform. Distributed over thirty-two 
motor oars were the aldermen and 
councillors of the Corporation of London- 
derry, the Masters or Grand Wardens and 
Clerks of the eight great Livery companies | 
of London, the visitation of the Irish | 
Society, the representatives of the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland, the High 
Sheriff of the City of Londonderry, and 
His Majesty’s Lieutenant for the city. 

Then came the most romantic part of 
the procession—the State coaches of each 
of the Sheriffs, Mre W. L. Threlford and 
Mr. C. H. Collett; the Marshal of the 
City of London, Captain D. F. Massey, 
on horseback; and the State coach of the 
Lord Mayor of London who was accom- 
panied by the Sword-Bearer and the 
Common Crier and Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Under the glow of Union Jacks that 
fell from every second window and roof 
in a kaleidoscope of red, white and blue, 
the procession proceeded past cheé@ring 
crowds to the sides itself free from flags, 
but decorated with a profusion of bunting. 
At the farther end there had assembled, 
on a specially erected stand, many leading 
citizens of the province. While the band 
of the Leicester Regiment played, they 
awaited in glorious sunshine the arrival of | 
the procession. Every window within sight 
of the bridge was occupied by spectators, 
and behind the military guard of honour 
lining the approaches to the bridge was a 
throng of sightseers, many of whom waved 
flags and favours. 


A STRIKING SCENE. 


It was a scene equalled in the recent 
history of Londonderry only by the enthu- 
siastic proceedings on the occasion of the 
visit some years ago by the Duke and 
Duchess of York. i 

At 11 o'clock the procession arrived, and 
as the cars released their passengers they 
took up positions on a second stand along 
one side of the bridge. "The Lord Mayor 
inspected the guard of honóur, and the 
representatives of the engineers for the 
bridge, Messrs, Mott, Hay and Anderson ; 
of the contractors, Messrs. Dorman, Long 
and Co., Ltd. ; the resident engineer, Mr.

“THE FREEDOM ” FOR SIR 
PERCY GREENAWAY. 


The second big event in the day’s pro- 
gramme was the conferring upon Sir 
Percy Greenaway of the Freedom of the 
City of Londonderry. This took place in 
the Council Chamber at the Guildhall, 
immediately after the War Memorial 
ceremony. 

Acknowledging the honour, the Lord 
Mayor said that the Maiden City of 
Londonderry had now over 300. years of 
crowded history, and it had been especi- 


j ally united in honourable and enduring 


ties with the great City of London—ties 
which time had not impaired, nor circum- 
stances weakened: The Corporation would 
appreciate no less gratefully than he did the 
honour they had done them by honouring 
him. They would. continue resolute im 
the future, as in the past, that nothing 
— sever the mother from the Maiden 
ity. 

The Mayor of Londonderry (Senator Sir 
Dudley E. B. McCorkell, M.B.E., D.L., 
presided at this ceremony, and mentioned 
that among the honorary freemen on the 
burgess’s roll had been the Duke of 
Schomberg (1690), Edmund Burke 
(1779), Henry Grattan (1780), William
